Thie statement was made yesterday by 
Dennis P. Lyons soon after being dismissed 
from the police force on perjury charges by 
the civil service commission. 

Lyons referred to William F. Stine, former 
president of the now defunct United Police, 
who disappeared about the same time the 


cago policemen vanished. 

We were all a lot of suckers,’ said Lyons 
tine saw a chance to make a lot 
of money and he got away with it. Not one 
cf us suspected the money he was collecting 
Aas to be used in bribing any public official. 
We all expected it would be used in a legitt- 
mate manner.“ 


Dodd Discharged Also. 

The commission also discharged Edward 
J. Dodd, patrolman at the Fillmore street 
station, on a charge of having testified false - 
ly at the recent United Police “ slush fund ” 
hearing. Dodd and Lyons were members of 
the executive committee of the secret or- 
ganization. 

At the same time the commiesion ordered 
cases diemissed against Patrick E. Dwyer, 
who was president of the United Police and 
is a patrolman at the Thirty-fifth street ta- 
tion, and William J. Cleary, a patrolman. 
who is now on a furlough. 

Lyons’ testimony, which implicates Stine, 
will be turned over this morning to State's 
Attorney Hoyne. This, together with evi- 
dence already filed with Mr. Hoyne, will be 
placed before the grand jury Monday. If 
Stine is indicted he will at once be brought 
over from his fruit farm near St. Joseph, 
Mich., where he hap been living since the 
„ slush fund” disappedred, to answer crim- 
inal. charges. 

Lyons Slow to Confess. 

Lyons tried to escipe punishment at the 
hands of the commission by confessing all 
he knew about the fund. Vice President 
Frank N. Lasser did this on Jan. 22, correct- 
ing his previous testimony, and had the 
charges, against him diemiseed. According 
to the commissionere Lyons was too slow 
They declared he only confessed after all 
the evidence against bin was in their hands. 
They even refused to let him take the stand. 
except with the understanding it was on his 
own volition. 

Lyons previously had denied having had 
any connection with or any knowledge of 
the raising of a “slush” fund. He testified 
yesterday that he collected ninety-one en- 
velopes and gave one himself. making a total 
of $1,860 received from the policemen sta- 
tioned at the West Chicago avenue station. 
All but seven or eight contributed, he said. 

Dodd maintained a @eflant attitude to- 
wards the commission when: he ‘took the 
stand. He sullenly denied any knowledge 
of a “slush fund” bee mca 
with the United Police. .

The information desired consisted of the 
secrets of the. business of competing mail 
order houses. The order to get the infor- 
mation, ho matter how,” was issued, accord- 
ing to William J. Turner, a detective, by 
Willard D. Hollis, secretary of the retailers’ 
association, a defendant. 

Lake W. Boyce, head of the alleged trust's 


| detective agency, who is alleged to have car- 
ried into effect the spying and boycotting 
campaign against mail order house com- 
petition, was said to have received the orders 
and carried them into execution. 


Detective Is Trailed. . 

Turner aid he met Boyce in Minneapolis 
in June, 1900, and usked him who was order- 
ing the spying campaign ageinst the Chicago 
House Wrecking company and other mail 
order firms. The witness said he registered 
at the Nicollet hotel ae Mr. Watson.“ 
After spending three days in Minneapolis 
and failing to find Boyce, he said, Boyce 
found him and had learned his name was 
Turner and not Watson.“ 

Boyce had me shadowed,”’ said Turner, 
“He was in constant fear of shadcwe him- 
gelf.”’ 

“ What did Boyce say to you?” asked Clark 
McKercher, government prosecutor. 

“He told me Hollis ordered the investiga- 
tions. He said Hollis told him to get the 
information. ‘It makes no difference how 
you get it, but get it.“ 

Turner said he then asked Boyce to come 
to Chicago and discuss the situation with 
Thomas McGuire. 


Shies at Illinois.

Then I arranged a meet- 
ing in Milwaukee, where he offered to sell 
out his backers for §2,500. He told me he 
thought the lumber dealers’ organisation was 
getting pretty weak and that he couldn't get 
much more money from that source.” 

The witness said Boyce finally did come to 
Chicago after the Milwaukee meeting and 
the $2,500 traneaction there had failed to 
materialize. Turner said he took Boyce to see 
William J. Calhoun at the Wheaton Golf 
club. Mr. Calhoun, he said, discussed with 
Boyce the spying and boycotting operations 
of the trust against the mail order houses. 

Louis . Rollo, secretary and treasurer of 
the Chicago am Riverdale Lumber company, 
testified the overhead expenses of his firm 
increased to enormous proportions as a result 
of a campaign of Interference by the alleged 
trust. 

The hearing will be resumed Feb. 25. 


CONGRESS GIVEN A SCARE 
BY SPEECH OF SUFFRAGIST. 


Leader Tells Meeting of Women That 
Riotous Actions of English Suffragets 
Help Cause in America.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.~Shivers of ap- 
prehension ran over government officials and 
members of congress today, when it was 
learned that the American suffragists, whose 
national headquarters are here, do not look 
with entire disfavor upon the militant meth- 
ods employed by their sister suffragets in 
England against the officials of the crown 
and the members of parliament. 

Mrs. Clara Bewick Colby, one of the promi- 
nent suffragist leaders, told a crowded meet- 
ing of the Federal Women's Equality asso- 
ciation last night that the window smashing, 
police fighting English suffragete had made 
possible the advancement of the cause in the 
United States. 

„The English women have been driven to 
their militant methods, and we should not 
blame them, said Mrs. Colby. They al- 
ways stop at the actual taking of life, and, 
while I believe in peace and would not advo- 
cate the militant methods for the United 
States, we must realize that the work done 
in Erigland has had effect in America.”

Vivid Memorial to Servian Soldiers. 

As a result of the Balkan war Servian towns 
are being dotted with strange wooden monu- 
ments erected to the nation’s fallen heroes. 
The monument, usually carved out of a single 
block of wood, represents in bas relief the sol- 
dier whose death it commemorates, They are 
usually put up near the soldier's nome or near 
the spot where he fell, if that spot happens 
to be in his native country. 

As the Servian heroes are falling in the ene- 
my's territory the monuments are necessarily 
raised in their homes, and few farms are to 
be found today in which one at least of these 
crude carvings is not to be found. 

They are usually painted in vivid reds and 
blues. Above the head of the wooden figure 
is an inscription giving the soldier's name and 
sometimes a few details of the manner in 
which he met his death.
